le Hie opening discussion of the day was conducted in rather gen- 
eral terms, with Colonel Miller* s interests centering on personnel, 
security, operating efficiency, missions, and goals* 

2. Colonel Miller asked (a) whether OSI had ever considered estab- 
lishing field offices for the purpose of collecting its own material, (b) 
whether those currently engaged in field collection were capable of recog- 
nizing those items of interest to the IAC, and (c) whether current security 
regulations were hampering OSI in its mission. 

3* Colonel Miller was interested in the use made by OSI of its various 
consultants. He asked numerous questions pertinent to OSI's overseas repre- 
sentation, their competency and qualifications. 

U> Colonel Miller was concerned over personnel turnover in OSI, based 
on scientists rotating between the government and keeping abreast with their 
professional careers on the outside* 

5>* Mr, McGruder asked whether cordial relationships were maintained 
with scientiets outside the government, or whether US scientists, by and 
large, were reluctant to cooperate with the government as such* 

6* Colonel Miller felt that greater publicity should be afforded to 
OSI's activities, thereby soliciting voluntary contributions from those 
outside the government who might otherwise be unaware of OSI's endeavors* 

7* In the Office of the Executive Officer, McGruder asked numerous 
questions on the career service program, and its effectiveness among OSI 
personnel* 

8. Colonel Miller has suddenly become interested in Military person- 
nel assigned to duty with the Agency* As he put it, "I thought you ppqple 
felt that civilians would do a better job in intelligence than themilitaryt" 
He wants to know how many military personnel are assigned, how the number 
was determined, why assigned, for how long? McGruder and Killer seem op- 
posed to the idea of military personnel being assigned the Agency, and 
that they could do far better serving the Agency from their parent organi- 
zation in the Department of Defense. Miller feels he may be called upon 
to justify military assigned to the Agency, especially since the Department 
of Defense is suffering from a strict ceiling(TO). 
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9* Colonel Miller spent considerable time on the subject of recording, 
filing, and routing of material coming in to OSI (mail room).
